Extract From Sermon Preached at 
Congregational Church, Last 
Sunday.

But Isaiah prophesies a peace 
between man and beast. 

Between the human and the 
brute families, for instance, there 
has been a long struggle and a bit¬ 
ter enmity ever since sin came in¬ 
to the world. The original purpose 
of God was that man should con¬ 
trol all things given unto him by 
love . Instead of that, he has sought 
to conquer tho brute family by 
hate, and by the power of an ab¬ 
ject fear on their part. By reason 
of this spirit, the brute creation 
has been put to endless suffering 
.and torture in a thousand different 
ways. 

To remedy this evil, somewhat, 
different organizations have sprung 
up, as societies for the prevention 
of cruelty to animals. They have 
done a splendid work, and could 
the dumb brutes but speak, I am 
sure they would shower their 
thanks upon these societies for the 
work they have done to save them 
from the wrath and the sin of man. 
Thereis still, however, an enmity 
existing between these two distinct 
branches of the animal kingdom 
and the “earnest, expectation of the 
creature (still) waiteth for the man¬ 
ifestation of the sons of God.” For 
while the work of the societies 
above mentioned has been untiring 
and very effective, yet this kind of 
work has failed in many instances 
of being carried on from the proper 
viewpoint. 

That spirit in man that shrinks 
from suffering has been appealed 
to, and this is the line along which 
much of the work for the protec¬ 
tion of animals has been carried 
out. I think in our humane work 
toward the lower creatures, it is 
about time we recognized the fact 
that the dumb creatures are born 
into the world with rights—which 
applying to them—because they 
are God’s creatures, are as sacred 
as the inalienable rights of life, lib¬ 
erty and the pursuit of happiness 
that apply to man. 

Behind this greater sympathy 
and peace between the human and 
the brute families there must needs 
be the redemption of men in and 
through Christ. Sir Rowland Hill 
had but little faith in a man’s re- 
l igion whose dog and cat were not 
the better for it. And in that phil¬ 
osophical conception of the relig¬ 
ion of Christ, lies the secret of that 
greater peace and unity between 
all God’s creatures, of which Isaiah 
spoke so long ago, and which is be¬ 
ing fulfilled to-day.

asked Mr. Gray. 

“I’m afraid of his horns. He’s 
going to hook me!” 

“No, he won’t hurt you. Here, 
take this stick and drive him off 
the path.” 

“O no—no. I’m afraid.” And the 
child clung to his father’s side. 

Mr. Gray was a thoughtful man, 
and a man of sense. He under¬ 
stood well the influence of early 
impressions on tho mind and mor¬ 
al feelings in after life. He knew 
that the character of a child need¬ 
ed great care in guiding it to a 
right development, . He knew that 
temperance, fortitude, and courage, 
were cardinal virtues in the man, 
and that the seeds of these must be 
sown in the young mind, if the 
germs were not already there. 

“Did au ox ever hurt you, Hen¬ 
ry?” he calmly asked. 

“No, sir.” 

“Then what makes you afraid of 
him?” 

“He looks as if he would hook 
me.” 

“But I know he will not do it. 
Here, take my stick and drive him 
away.” 

Henry had been taught obedi¬ 
ence. By the manner in which his 
father now spoke, lie knew that he 
was really in earnest. 

“Indeed, papa, I’m afraid,” urged 
the timid boy, looking up with a 
quivering lip and an Imploring eye. 

“Afraid! my little boy afraid!” 
Mr. Gray spoke as though he were 
greatly surprised. “I don’t want 
my Henry to be afraid.” 

“But J am afraid, papa. I know 
he will hurt me with his horns. 
See how he shakes his head. There, 
he’s coming!” and he clung closer 
to his father’s side, as the ox took 
a step or two forward. 

“My little boy is a coward.” This 
was said by Mr. Gray in a voice 
expressive of sorrow and displeas¬ 
ure, mingled with something of 
contempt. Its impression was all 
he desired. The fear of his father’s 
displeasure and contempt (this last 
word is rather too strong; but it 
best expresses the idea wished to 
be conveyed) became more active 
than mere bodily fear» 

“No, I’m not a coward,” he said, 
drawing himself up, somewhat 
proudly, and taking one step from 
his father’s side. 

“Then take my cane and drive 
that ox from our path.” He spoke 
with some sternness. 

Henry was still afraid, but mor¬ 
al fear was more active than phys¬ 
ical terror. He hesitated only for a 
momeut; then taking his father’s 
cane and lifting It in the air, he 
moved toward the stately beast. 
The ox seemed disposed at first to 
disregard the threatening attitude 
of the boy. He dropped his head 
and shook it violently. Henry 
trembled and looked back into the 
face of bis father, but that face had 
not relaxed a muscle. He took one 
more step forward, brandishing the 
cane. Tho ox still remained firm, 
but it was only for a moment long¬ 
er—quickly turning his head, he ;

Ho tookLhe cane beld out by his 
father, and brandishing it in the 
ait, ran toward the ox. The ani¬ 
mal did not seem at all inclined to 
move, but dropped bis- 'head and 
shook it angrily. Henry started 
back and looked around at his fa¬ 
ther.

Henry made another effort but 
witlTno better success.

Thus urged, the little fellow ran 
forward with a shout, aud made an 
attempt to strike the ox; but the 
stubborn animal had no in f ention 
of permitting matters to go as far 
as that. He wheeled around quick¬ 
ly, and darted off before Henry’s 
blow could fall. 

“That’s my brave boy,” Mr. Gray 
said, approvingly. “I knew the ox 
wouldn’t burt you.” 

Henry was much pleased by this 
second proof of his superiority over 
dumb animals. After that he 
would go up to an ox or a cow with¬ 
out fear. 

This was Air. Gx-ay’s first lesson 
in courage. He saw that his boy 
was naturally timid, and felt that 
it wasall-important that this weak¬ 
ness should be counteracted and 
bravery encouraged. He well knew 
that to pass safely and usefully 
through the world, courage was es¬ 
sential. Courage to brave any mor¬ 
al consequences .in doing right, or 
any physical danger when duty 
called. And he wished his children 
to have those characteristics of 
mind which would make them 
useful in all the varied positions 
in life they might be called upon to 
occupy. 

Henry was four years old when 
this first lesson was given, but the 
effect upon his character was in¬ 
delible. It enabled Mr. Gray to 
follow up, successfully, his desire 
that his hoy should become fear¬ 
less of the danger whei’e duty call¬ 
ed with an imperative voice. A t 
the age of eight years, Henry had 
gained so much over bis natural 
weakness that on one occasion he 
promptly sprang into the water, 
when a companion had fallen in, 
and saved bis life at the risk of his 
own. 

Of mere recklessness he was nev¬ 
er guilty, for he still had remains 
enough of natural timidity, and 
dread of bodily pain, to hold him 
back from danger, if there were no 
call for him to expose himself. But 
so judiciously had his father culti¬ 
vated his higher faculties, that the 
calls of humanity or duty were 
always imperative. This makes 
the finest character when well de¬ 
veloped. A man whose firmness, 
decision, perseverance, and courage 
are not mere natural qualities, but 
spring from a deep moral sense, is 
the noblest and the most useful of 
men. He is never urged on by 
blind impulse or mere recklessness 
of danger. He acts with firmness, 
decision and courage, just at the 
right time, in the best manner, 
and at the true crisis.. Such a man 
was Henry Gray on reaching the 
years of maturity. 

At the age of twenty-three, he 
married and moved to a distance 
from his native place. His new 
home stood near the bank of a large 
river. He lived there for ten years, 
and had four children, who were 
springing up around him and giv¬ 
ing light to his household. One 
day, about this time, a most terrif¬ 
ic storm arose. The bosom of the 
broad river, that had for hours been 
sleeping in the bright sun beams, 
was lashed into wild fury by the 
burricane that swept over it.. 

“See, Jane,” said Mr. Gray to his 
wife, suddenly, as they stood 1 00 k- 
ing/out of a Window. “Isn’t that 
a sloop coming around the point 
opposite? Yes, It is; and the wind 
is driving ber madly along. If the 
helmsman is not careful she will be 
thrown on to that reef of rocks and 
dashed to pieces.” 

- The eyes of his wife turned to 
the point mentioned by her hus¬ 
band, and sbe shuddered to see a 
vessel under bare poles, careening 
under the power of the rushing 
winds swifter than- if all her can¬ 
vas bad been spread to a strong 
breeze. She was driving directly 


towards a sunken reef on % which 
several sloops had been lost within 
a few years. 

“By my life, Jane, they will be 
dashed to pieces!” Gray ejaculated 
as he saw the unfortunate vessel 
rapidly approaching the rocks. 

As he spoke, he turned from the 
window, and took three or four 
strides toward the door. 

“Henry! wbat are you going to 
do?” exclaimed Mrs. Gray, spring¬ 
ing to his side, and taking a fast 
hold on bis arm. 

“I am going to prepare to save, 
if possible, some of tbe unfortu¬ 
nate people on board that sloop, if 
she should strike the reef,” was bis 
calm but resolute reply. 

- “No—no, Henry ! You must not 
put your life in danger! I will not 
let you go!”

Of Oxford County Teachers, at 
South Paris, October 28 and 29. 

The regular meeting of the Ox¬ 
ford County Teachers’ Association 
was held at South Paris, Friday 
and Saturday. Beautiful autumn 
weather, an enthusiastic attend¬ 
ance, and an interesting program 
helped In making the convention 
one of the most satisfactory in all 
the Society’s history. 

In behalf of the people of South 
Paris, Rev. Mr. Haughtou heartily 
welcomed the visitors. In the 
course of his remarks, he empha¬ 
sized the moral training of the 
scholar, which is as essential as 
reading, etc. The time spent in 
school by tire average scholar is 
meager, indeed, and upon the school 
and church, the teacher and minis¬ 
ter, largely rests the responsibility, 
as regards the character of future 
homes. Pres. Hanscom, in a few 
well chosen words, responded to the 
address of welcome. 

The afternoon session was opened 
with: music. The first paper—Cor¬ 
relation of Studies, Ernest II Pratt, 
Gould’s Academy—dealt largely 
with the practical relation which 
one study hears to another, as well 
as some facts that the sensible boy 
and girl ought to know after gradu¬ 
ation. By means of an illustration, 
which the speaker declared artis¬ 
tic, if nothing more, he showed in 
an amusing vein how meaning 
could be given to the terms of 
book-keeping by the substitution 
of familiar things. 

A discussion—-Is the study of 
Greek beneficial enough to the av¬ 
erage student to warrant the time 
spent?—was opened by Supt. J. A. 
Roberts, Norway. The majority of 
students entering high schools and 
academies are likely to find other 
studies more timely and helpful. 
Those who are fitting for profes¬ 
sions in which a knowledge of the 
language is necessary should’cer¬ 
tainly study Greek. 

Apaper entitled ‘ Geography for 
Children,” was read by Cora Bell 
Shedd, Norway. Local geography 
ought to be taught. Substances 
near at hand, such as different 
kinds of earth and the various veg¬ 
etable productions can well be 
used to give an idea of the natural 
formations and the character of the 
country about us. In the study of 
different lands, maps may be made 
and the attainable productions of 
such countries pasted on the maps. 
Do not make the subject irksome. 
Let the scholars work, and show 
them what to do. 

The subject, “How to create and 
sustain interest in school work,” 
was treated in an exceedingly in¬ 
teresting manner by Prin. Geo. C. 
Puringtou, Farmington. We gain 
greatly from our association with 
each other; likewise the personali¬ 
ty of the teacher makes an impress 
on the scholar. Encourage the help 
that the pupil brings. Be glad 
that they are busy and direct their 
energy so that it may accomplish 
good. Interest yourself in what 
the children are interested In.. If 
the teacher is earnest, the school is 
earnest. The one helps the other. 
The wide awake, well-directed 
school, even if noisy, is better than 
the dead,quiet school. There should 
be cordial friendship between the 
teacher and scholars, 

“Let me live in my house by the side 
of the road. 

And ho a friend to man.” 

Helen C. King, South Paris, read 
a paper taking up “Elementary 
Science.” With small scholars 
science lessons can be studied by 
observing nature as seen about us. 
Take leaves and make a study of 
them; or some familiar animal, as 
the cat. Objects themselves, and 
pictures can be made very helpful. 
Skillful qut stions will create an in¬ 
terest and bring about good resul ts. 

“The Development of English in 
the High School Course,” was the 
subject of an interesting paper by 
Alice E. Purington, Gould’s Acade¬ 
my. A good foundation in English 
study before entrance to the high 
school is desirable. The student’s 
interest in the subject should be 
kept on the increase. Classes gain 
appreciation and understanding of 
the work from the reading of such 
classics as “Evangeline” and “Snow 
Bound.” The earnestness of the 
teacher is a factor not to be over¬ 
looked. The opinions of the stu¬ 
dent shourd be brought out. That 
the beauty and helpfulness of Eng¬ 
lish may be better understood a va¬ 
riety of authors should be taken, 
and some studied critically. Th us 
can the student attain to higher

BEST” CLEANING MIXTURE. 

How to Slake Fluid That Restores Cloth 

to Its Pristine Color and Freshness. 

“Best” is the name given to a clean¬ 
ing fluid that should be in the posses¬ 
sion of every housewife, be she wife and 
mother or only aunt or housekeeper. 
The proportions are: 

Four ounces alcohol, four ounces 
ether, eight ounces ammonia. 

1 Let yonr druggist mix this for you 
and never take it near a fire. Next take 
a half pound of best Castile soap, cut 
up, add a pint of hot water and dis¬ 
solve. Then add a gallon of water and 
boil. Put into a demijohn with a very 
tight cork and add when cold a pint of 
the “Best” mixture. Shake them to¬ 
gether and you have the most efficacious 
cleaning fluid that can be mixed. It re¬ 
moves grease, stains (except when the 
color is already destroyed) and it softens 
the goods. 

Fill a washtub with warm water 
about four inches deep (not hot water), 
add to that about a teaenpful of your 
“Best” mixture and then throw in your 
cloth, four or five breadths, and wash by 
squeezing the water through the fabric; 
do not rub. The suds will be very thick 
and the more the cleaning water is forc¬ 
ed through the meshes of the goods the 
better. 

From this tub take each piece and 
rinse in clear water of the same tem¬ 
perature as that at first used. This keeps 
the material from becoming harsh. 
Rinse until the water is not discolored, 
and then, if the goods be black, throw 
into a pan of bine water so dark that it 
is nearly black itself. Take out, fold in 
regular way and put through a wringer; 
do not twist. Then hang in the shade, 
but in the open air, if possible, to dry. 

Next comes the pressing. If the ma¬ 
terial is black, it should be ironed npon 
a black ironing sheet always; if white 
is used, all your trouble is for nothing, 
as the lint will enter into it and never 
come entirely out. 

In all cases where cloth is used the 
pieces before marked in pairs should be 
laid right to right side and pressed to¬ 
gether slowly with heavy irons not hot 
enough to leave any mark either of yel¬ 
low or of the shape of the iron upon the 
ironing sheet. "A very hot iron kills 
the life of a wool material and also de¬ 
stroys the new nap effect that is pro¬ 
duced by ironing two pieces face to face, 
as before suggested. The pressing of 
the cloth is as important as any part of 
the work. Do the ironing upon a broad 
table top, so that the pieces need not bo 
ironed until finished, and then lay them, 
still together, somewhere where they 
may lie smooth until absolutely stone 
dry. 

As for the lining, wash it in the wa¬ 
ter used for the stuff and press. If the 
material washed is of a light color, it 
is best to do only one piece at a time 
and not allow it to soak. The washing 
water must be changed as soon as dis¬ 
colored so that for economy very little 
water should be put in the tub at a 
time. Remember that the whole fiber 
of a fabric is dyed by the water in 
which it is washed or rinsed, and if 
light gray is to be washed, or white, the 
water must be absolutely pure. A little 
of the mixture on a sponge will clean 
spots from coat or waist. 

How to !Uake Sweet Potato Croquettes. 

Peel and boil six medium sized sweet 
potatoes, and when perfectly cold mash 
them fine and mix with one tablespoon¬ 
ful of butter and two eggs. Season with 
half a teaspoonful of salt and a quarter 
of a teaspoonful of white pepper. Mix¬ 
ing all together, form the potatoes into 
cork shaped croquettes or into small 
halls the size of a walnut. Dip them 
into beaten egg and roll in bread 
orumbs. Fry in hot fat to fine golden 
color. 

How to Prevent Seasickness. 

The best remedy for seasickness is to 
avoid the ordinary ship “diet, taking 
dry food, consisting of dense water 
crackers, toasted gxanose cakes aud 
fruits. Stay in bed, keep the eyes clos¬ 
ed, keep the extremities warm, and, 
most important of all, keep an ice bag 
to the hack of the neok. Avoid the use 
of brandy and stimulants of all sorts 
"and the use of drugs. As soon as the 
nervous system has become somewhat 
accustomed to the movement of the ship, 
go on deck, but still keep horizontal 
and keep the eyes closed, and don’t for¬ 
get the ice hag for the back of the neck. 
If the weather permits, it is well to be 
on deck as much as possible from the 
very outset of the attack. 


How to Polish heather Pur nit nr e. 

This polish, which is very suitable 
for dark leather, should be made by 
beating together the yolks of two eggs 
and the white of one. Mix separately a 
teaspoonful of sugar and a tablespoon- 
ful of gin. Thicken this with ivory 
black and add the mixture to. the beaten 
eggs. Apply to the leather as an ordi¬ 
nary blacking and leave the seats un- 
nsed for a day or two. 


How to Slake Peach Marmalade. 

Peel the fruit and remove the pits, 
cutting the peaches in small pieces. Put 
over a slow fire and bring slowly to a 
boil, stirring frequently. When hot, 
boil rapidly for 45 minutes. Add the 
sugar, allowing three-fourths of a pound 
for each pound of fruit. Boil for five 
minutes, skimming well. Put in the 
juice of one lemon for every three 
pounds of fruit and the water in which 
one-fourth of the peaoh kernels have 
been steeped. Boil until thick and 
smooth, when it is ready to put in glass 
cans. A pineapple chopped or grated 
gives a fine flavor. 


How to Get Rid of Piles. 

London women have discovered a 
very agreeable way of ridding their 
homes of flies and mosquitoes. They 
burn sandalwood in the house. This is 
an oriental idea. In London; it is possi¬ 
ble to get the wood prepared for this 
purpose, but here it is not so easy, as 
American women have not yet taken to 
the praotice.
